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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claim 2 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a nonelected species there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely 
traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 3/18/2009. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/03/2008 have been fully considered but they are not fully 
persuasive. The applicant as asserted that the In re Bilski requirement is overcome because of 
the recitation of a compute in the preamble. The Examiner disagrees. The recitation of a 
computer implemented method has not been given patentable weight because a preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or 
the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble 
for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. 
See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 
152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). In this case, the recitation of a computer implemented 
method for identifying. . ." is an intended use. Moreover the body of the claims do not have 
structural elements that depend upon the cited computer implemented method, but stand alone 
and can be performed manually. Thus the following rejections are maintained below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. 35 U.S.C. §101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non- statutory subject matter. 

4. Based on Supreme Court precedent (Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981); Parker 
v. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalkv. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane 
v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780, 787-88 (1876)) and recent Federal Circuit decisions, §101 process must 
(1) be tied to another statutory class (such as a particular apparatus) or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or materials) to a different state or thing (the Supreme Court 
recognized that this test is not necessarily fixed or permanent and may evolve with technological 
advances. Gottschalkv. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 71 (1972)). 

5. If neither of these requirements is met by the claim(s), the method is not a patent eligible 
process under 35 U.S.C. §101. 

6. In this particular case, regarding the first test, in performing the steps of the claimed 
subject matter, there is no requirement that a machine be used, thus the claims are not considered 
sufficiently tied to another statutory class. Regarding the second test, since the claimed subject 
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matter may be performed using only human intelligence, the steps do not sufficiently transform 

the underlying subject matter to be statutory. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting 
to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted 
structural cooperative relationships are: There are no structural elements that are involved with 
the functionality of the method. Also it is not clear how the structure(s) is/are related to perform 
the method. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
